not be preferable. I believe the 
excessive publicity at those con- 
ferences impeded possible success,” 

Von Brentano said he does not 
believe West Germany will “ever” 
offer to withdraw from NATO, 

Von” Brentano declared ~ that 
neither the West German Federal 
government nor a foreign govern- 
ment could “dictate a certain deci- 
sion to an all-German . . . govern- 
ment,” 

“Such a procedure would put a 
political mortgage on reunified Ger- 
many that... would result neces- 
sarily in creating... . a. psycholog- 
ically understandable but political- 
ly dangerous revisionism,’ he said. 

By “revisionism,” he explained, 
he meant that any all-German gov- 
ernment would feel. “encumbered 
and limited in their free decision 
by .a preliminary decision taken 
without their active participation.” 

“Inevitably,” he added, “they 
would want to free themselves from 
such ties and obligations. Reuni- 
fied Germany will want to decide 
its place in the world in free- 
dom.” 

Von Brentano said West Cer- 
many “has no intentien of starting 
trade-treaty negotiations with the 
Soviet Union... .” He said present 
western embargo controls on ship- 
ment to Russia, which would bloek 
such a treaty, are due to “world-| 
wide tensions’ which must “he 
ons tir Prsity oes sensible 
and mu y profitable exchan 
of goods can be arranged.”
